Ornamental Department 


EOPLE are beginning to realize that by expending a little time and thought they can have well- 
kept, attractive grounds at moderate expense, adding to the beauty and value of same. 
If the grounds are somewhat extensive, beautiful effects can be produced with shade trees, 
shrubs, etc., according to some prearranged plan. 
If grounds are small, a few shrubs, roses, vines and herbaceous piants can be used to advant- 
age. Vines trained over porches, fences, etc., are very effective at small cost. 
We would emphasize the fact that you should buy only the best. It is not quantity but quality that 
counts.

HOW TO PLANT 


Do not make the mistake of planting at random all over the grounds. 
Trees and shrubs may be planted along the drive leading to the house as 
well as on the borders. 

In laying out the grounds, make as few walks as possible. Upright 
shrubs, roses, and flowers should be planted in clumps. 

These beds should be kept well cultivated, to insure healthy growth. 
Mass the shrubs and most of the trees on the boundaries, so as to leave 
a broad space for the lawn, and where there is a pretty view leave an 
opening. Where there is an unsightly object, conceal it with trees or 
vines or both. 

Do not plant large trees too near the house except on the sunny side 


for shade.
